The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 8. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium having storage executable 
instructions comprising -instructions— for: 

calculating a two-dimensional boundary of a previously recorded parent window; 
creating a container of having the two-dimensional boundary; 
enumerating through at least one previously recorded graphical image; 
writing the image to the container; 

adjusting the image; and masking the container by colorizing any area of the image in the 
container that was not part of the previously recorded graphical image. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-4, 7-13 and 16-21 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
Applicant has claimed uniquely distinct features in the instant invention which are not 
found in the prior art either singularly or in combination. They are a method calculating a two- 
dimensional boundary of a previously recorded parent window based on its recorded two- 
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dimensional size; creating a container of having the two-dimensional size; enumerating through 
previously recorded graphical images; and writing the images to the container and colorizing any 
areas of the images in the container that were not part of the previously recorded parent window. 
These features are not found or suggested in the prior art. The closest prior arts, Kraus discloses 
a conventional the program allow the creator of the multi-frame webpage to insert the content of 
existing web source; either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above 
underline limitation obvious.
